The wonder was that the bullet had 
not gone through tin- vertebrae at the 
back of his neck and killed him.

Then he offered himself to 
his colonel to sound coils, and. there 
being no one else to fill the place, ,1a- 
rob was accepted.

Tobacco growing is counted among 
the hazardous tines of agriculture in 
that a crop mat he totally destroyed 
within a very short time by hall or by 
pole Sweai in the curing shed. 
Gau­ 
ger of hail damage is eliminated In 
the growing ot shade tobacco, but the 
menace ut pole awest is as great as 
ever. 
Last season, however, the first 
sclent itll experim ent on a large scale 
to guard against pole sweat tn cigar 
leaf tobacco was made on the farm of 
William IMnney at Suffield, Conn. The 
result may ultimately place the farm ­ 
er In a b s o lu te control ot the curing 
process, shortening the time aud de­ 
termining the shade the tobacco shall 
be when it has been cured. 
The experiment was simply the util­ 
isation ot arith* iai heat during the 
curing process. 
Home kinds of heavy 
leaf tobacco are cured in light barns 
and with lire, and it has long been a 
common practice to build charcoal tires 
in the barns when tobacco was In 
grave danger of being ruined by pole 
sweat 
Bnf until the experiment on 
the Plnne.v farm no effort had lieen 
made to control the curing arid color­ 
ing of cigar leaf. 
A special type of barn Is required 
for this work. A ventilator along the 
entire ridge which may be readily 
opened or closed tight is an Important 
feature. Instead of tbe crude charcoal 
burners placed on the ground, creating 
a fire menace, specially constructed 
furnaces, tire in number, were placed 
in the ground. Tbe feed doors are on 
tbe outside of tbe building, so that 
smoke and vapors from tbe tire cannot 
enter the baru and affect the flavor of 
the tobacco 
Tbe amoke pipe of each 
furnace runs across the entire width 
of the building and returns on a paral­ 
lel ten feet away and at a slight pitch. 
The vents are in tbe side of the barn. 
The smoke pipe forms tbe only heat 
radiating service. 
Immediately after the crop was put 
Into the barn the Ores were started 
and tbe barn closed tightly. The tem-

Should 
plants be taken up before freezing in 
tbe autumn?

Where tbe ground freezes three and 
four feet deep It will be necessary to 
plow up the cabbage after trench­ 
ing * 0 that the heads will U* covered 
with at least a foot of soil.
